He succeed- 
ed his fotlicr, in 18S8, and from 
the first showed remarkable de- 
cision' of cliaractcr, and a ca- 
pacity for affairs that In spite 
of occasional eccentricities and 
liasty impulses has stood him in 
good steud .-uid lias been a 
source of strength for Ills Em- 
pire. , One of liis chief ainis.is 
to make Germany a great naval 
power, another to malte it a 
great industrial 
country.

He 
is the most picturesque of pres- 
ent tljiy rulers, <ind dceitlcdly a 
man of party.

Events within Germany are transpir- 
ing so rapidly that it is almost impos- 
sible to keep up with them. 
While- the army chiefs at Spa de- 
liberate over the armistice terms, car- 
ried to them by Captain Helldorff, aids 
to Gen. von Winterfeld, and decide 
what their,reply shall be, the political 
developments in Germany are over- 
shadowing any action they may take. 
The reply on the armistice will, of
